The High Cost of Indifference 


A woman in New York City broke into 
newsprint all over the country recently, 


because she had been ignoring traffic 
tickets accumulating over a long period 
of time. Faced with a fine of $2950 or 
118 days in jail, she chose the fine, and 
paid a big price for her indifference to 
the 59 parking tickets traffic officers had 
dutifully tucked under the windshield 
wiper of her car. What the lady was 
thinking of we don’t know, but it is very 
likely that what she thinks now is quite 
different from the ideas she had prior to 
her experience in court. 

Some people just won't believe what 
they are told or learn by what others 
experience. Jesus said some would be 
like that. He said that father Abraham 
denied the rich man’s petition for Laz- 
arus to be returned to tell his brethren, 
for if they would not believe Moses 
and the prophets “neither would they be 
persuaded though one rose from the 
dead.”—Luke 16:31. The Bible says “The 
soul that sinneth, it shall die” Ezek. 
18:4, 20. Many people do not believe 
that, nor that “All have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of god.°—Rom 3:28. 
Nor will they be warned by the instruc- 
tion: “It is appointed unto men once to 
die, but after this the judgment.”—Heb. 
9:27. Not believing, they go blindly on, 
accumulating tickets in the traffic lanes 
of life. Let others fear the threat; per- 
haps the rules are only for the fearful. 


But some day comes the reckoning, just 


as the “ticket” says. 


Some gather tickets for carelessness, 
wasting the time of which their lives 
are made. It is recognized that what 
one calls. waste, another values. This 
is not the place to discuss the worth of 
recreation, but recreation is not recrea- 
tion when, because it is taken in over- 
doses, it cheats a man from making the 
most of his talents and his opportunities. 


Too many of us collect parking tickets 
along the way—stopping when we 
should be moving; the whistle of cir- 
cumstance having blown, and we have 
lost an opportunity to say a word or 
do a service in the name of Christ. Some 
of us have overparked along the highway 
of holiness, not making spiritual ad- 
vance. If we have not gained in fellow 
feeling and understanding of another 
who suffers in affliction or in trial, if we 
have not improved in Christian conduct 
or grown in Christian character, we 
are overparked. If we find that we have 
some tickets that will demand an ac- 
counting to the great Judge of Life, 
recognizing them and settling them be- 
fore the court of God in repentance and 
consecration, we can avoid the penalty 
that falls on the careless and delinquent.

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The Cares of This World

For the purpose of illustration I might 
liken man’s body to an automobile. 
What is so evident is the body with all 
its beauty and style; but it merely houses 
the inner mechanism, with motor, elec- 
trical system, fuel system, etc. Their pre- 
cise functioning are of utmost import- 
ance. 


Our living at best is beset with many 
difficulties. There are countless life situ- 
ations that confront us. In many of these 
we can readily make up our minds, or 
we can solve them sooner or later. There 
are many disturbing elements that chal- 
lenge us. One by one we settle these 
things, and. we have peace and rest. 
Soon new situations arise only to be met 
in the same way. This is a normal situa- 
tion. But then may come the situation 
in life that defies us. We struggle and 
strive within ourselves, but there comes 
no seeming solution. No one can live 
happily who carries water on. both shoul- 
ders, who cannot say “yes” and cannot 
say “no.” Inwardly there is a ‘state of 
turmoil. Our makeup has important 
bearing too, some are happy-go-lucky, 
and others have the opposite ‘frame of 
mind. Personalities differ. We cannot 
serve two masters; we must choose 
whom we shall serve, but certainly not 
both. . moet 

This chronic state of turmoil within 
affects the function of the body. These 
chronic fears, guilt, anxiety, etc., stimu- 
late the adrenal gland (our bodies are 
so made). This gland secretion, adren- 
alin, in turn stimulates others e. g. thy- 
roid, pituitary. In time the; whole body 
can become affected through this, glan- 
dular stimulation. And this is important, 
because it spells illness... Aah 

This area is certainly not fully known 
by the medical profession, for the, effects 
can be very widely distributed. It is cer- 
tainly well accepted that stomach ulcers 
result from this inner tension. I heard 
one penal psychiatrist say one day that 
seventy-five per cent. of stomach ulcers 
are psychogenic. This: chronic state re- 
sults in a hyperacid condition which in 
time affects even the best stomach. A 
penal physician told me recently that in 
“many instances” asthma. results, and 
that this tension is a “factor in” high 
blood pressure. The heart too is, affected; 
this is very apparent to physicians to- 
day. The rate at which people live to- 
day is seriously affecting the nation’s 
heart health. Bowel conditions are fur- 
ther affected and constipation is a com- 
mon result. Then there is insomnia which 
is such a problem to many. Cold sweats

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and jitters may be added. I am sure that 
an imposing and disturbing list could 
be made of related disorders. 

Dr. John S. Bonnell writes of a wife 
whose sin was infidelity. She had a very 
devoted and trusting husband. The more 
her husband adored her the more guilty 
she felt. She traveled to Europe, where 
she sought the services of one doctor 
after another. None could find the cause 
of her illness. She visited the offices of 
American doctors too, but there was no 
help. Then she went to her minister. 
She confessed her sin and sank to her 
knees. Dr. Bonnell adds that she be- 
came well. 

Only God knows how often and how 
much people are ill because of the strife 
and turmoil that is within man. Bacteria 
cause many of man’s illnesses, but many 
are caused from within. There is an 
ever-increasing awareness of this on the 
part of the medical profession. At the 
root of many an illness lies the guilt of 
conscience which disturbs the whole 
body. 

Then there is the common so-called 
nervous breakdown. Nervous breakdown 
is a misnomer. The nerve tissue is sub- 
ject to infection as well as any other 
body tissue. The nerves can be injured, 
paralyzed, etc. But in the nervous break- 
down there is no structural change. In 
time, I believe, the nerve tissue can be 
affected. Nervous breakdowns are caused 
by emotional conflicts (within). The 
nervous breakdown is not caused bv 
overwork. Family and friends say this 


unknowingly, but with good intention. 
The breakdown comes from inner strug- 
gle that is not solved. There are unsolved 
problems, frustrations, etc. Finally the 
individual] gives up and is overwhelmed 
by a torrent sweeping everything before 
it. An apt illustration may be this; it is 
not the load nor the distance, but the 
friction of the box car; the hot box de- 
velops and the car is crippled. The car 
can and must operate with ample lubri- 
cation and ease. In the turmoil of life 
some operate with ease and this in spite 
of the load. Others are bested by their 
loads. 

The minister has a wonderful oppor- 
tunity end responsibility to minister to 
the needs of the people. These last de- 
cades have been filled with troubles for 
mankind over the world. Holocaustic 
wars and their aftermath have plunged 
countless men, women, and children into 
frightful troubles, and the prospect for 
the near future is not a happy one. A 
recent New York Times editorial on the 
latest explosion at Eniwetok concludes 
with this paragraph: “Man used to won- 
der why the stars shine. Now he knows. 
He even knows how to create a little 
ephemeral star on earth. But he does 
not yet know whether this star is to light 
the doom of all his culture, all his hopes, 
and all his civilization.” 

Through Christian ministry the peo- 
ple can be helped and be able to meet 
the stresses, strains. and loads that come 
upon them. The minister and the gospel 
of Jesus is the remedy for these fore- 
named ills. Think how pregnant is that 
verse of Matthew, “Therefore I tell you, 
do not be anxious about your life, what 
you shall eat or what you shall drink, 
nor about your body.” 


Unto the Uttermost

On Easter Sunday it was my _ privi- 
lege to listen to a very forceful sermon 
on “The Living Christ,” the text being, 
“I am He that liveth, and was dead; 
and, behold, I am alive forevermore 
Amen; and have the keys of hell 
(hades) and of death” (Rev. 1:18). 
How glad we all are that we have a 
living Christ! Christianity is  distin- 
guished from all other religions in dif- 
ferent ways, but its most distinguishing 
feature is the fact that its Founder, al- 
though He lived so many centuries ago, 
is alive today. The founders of all other 
religions have died, but He rose from 
the dead. In accordance with Old Test- 
ament prophecy and His own predic- 
tion before He went to the cross to die, 
“the Just for the unjust that He might 
bring us to God.” And He has been 
alive ever since, and because He lives

we who are in Him live also. The fact 
that He is alive and is “the same yester- 
day, and today, and forever, is the 
source of our encouragement and con- 
fidence as we come to the throne of — 
grace that we may obtain mercy and 
find grace to help in time of need. 

One of the great texts of the Bible is 
Heb. 7:25, “Wherefore He is able also 
to save them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by Him, seeing He ever liveth 
to make intercession for them.” Here 
we learn that He not only lives, but He 
lives to make intercession for all who 
come unto God by Him; and also that 
He is able to save them to the utter- 
most. 

It has frequently been said that our 
Lord saves from the uttermost to the 
uttermost. The average person who 
makes this statement does not know 
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how forcibly this truth is set forth in 
the Greek Scriptures. The words in He- 
brews 7:25 that are rendered “to the 
uttermost” are eis to pdnteles, and there 
is only one other place in our Greek 
Testament where these words are 
found, and in that other place we have 


a very graphic picture of human inabil- 
ity, utter inability, whereas in Hebrews 
7:25 we have divine ability set forth in 
a forceful and assuring manner. It is 
uttermost” are cis to panteles, and there 
Greek words, eis to panteles, if literally 
rendered into English, would read, into 
the every finish. This would, of course, 
be a very awkward rendering, as every 
literal rendering almost always is. But 
the careful reader will see the signifi- 
cance of the words, despite the awk- 
ward combination. 


The passage where these words are 
used to set forth human inability is 
Luke 13:11. Our Lord on a sabbath day 
was teaching in one of the synagogues, 
and among those present “was a woman 
which had a spirit of infirmity eighteen 
years, and was bowed together, and 
could in no wise lift up herself.” The 
words rendered “in no wise” are these 
words, eis to panteles. The meaning is 
that she was unable “unto the utter- 
most” to lift herself up, and were we to 
use the literal rendering of the words, 
we would say that she was unable into 
the every finish to do anything to 
straighten herself; in other words, she 
was finished, utterly finished, so far as 
human power or human hope was con- 
cerned. She was beyond the help of hu- 
man endeavor. 


It has been said that “man’s extrem- 
ity is God’s opportunity.” How often it 
has happened that when all human ef- 
fort has failed, and in the natural there 
has been no hope, the Lord has stepped 
into the picture, and has exercised His 
supernatural power, and a miracle has 
been wrought! Fortunately for this 
woman, our Lord was present on that 
occasion when she attended the syna- 
gogue service. He called her to Him, 
and He said, “Woman, thou art loosed 
from thine infirmity.” And we read, 
“And He laid His hands on her: and 
immediately she was made straight, and 
glorified God.” No wonder she glorified 
God! She was “a daughter of Abraham,” 
and for eighteen long years she had 
been bound by the enemy, bent  to- 
gether, utterly unable to unbend her 
body; and in a moment deliverance had 
been wrought for her by the great De- 
liverer. How did she glorify God? Evi- 
dently by praising Him aloud for the 
deliverance wrought. One can well vis- 
ualize the scene. The woman must have 
acted as we have seen some act in our 
day. Beside herself with joy, praising 
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God with a loud voice, she probably 
went up and down the aisles of the 
synagogue, her hands lifted heaven- 
ward, and in all probability many of 
the worshipers gathered around her and 
rejoiced with her. It was known by all 
that she had been afflicted for many 
years, and she had doubtless been an 
object of pity in the neighborhood. 


Why had God permitted Satan to 
afflict this daughter of Abraham in 
this painful manner for so many years? 
Why had deliverance not come sooner? 
These questions bring up the problem 


of evil in the world. Volumes have been 
written concerning it. After we have 
read them, about all that we can say is 
that there is a mystery in connection 
with these afflictions that we cannot 
understand. Why has God _ permitted 
Satan to operate during all the years 
that have come and gone since the fall 
of our first parents? That God is might- 
ier than is the devil, and that He could 
put an end to the enemy’s activities by 
simply speaking the word we are sure. 
But for some wise reason He does not 
speak the word. He has told us what 
the ultimate outcome will be. The devil 
will be bound—he who has bound 
others will himself be bound—and will 
be confined for a thusand years in the 
abyss, or, bottomless pit, and later will 
be confined for a thousand years in the 
brimstone through the ages of the ages. 
It will be known some day why God 
has permitted the devil during all these 
centuries to operate in the earth. That 
God is being glorified at the present 
time in the victories that are being 
achieved over the forces of evil from 
time to time in the world there can be 
no doubt, and that He will be glorified 
at the time of the end and throughout 
the eternal ages through the ultimate 
victory we can be sure. In the mean- 
time we can find comfort and encour- 
agement in the fact that the situation is 
in His hands and that He is fully com- 
petent to deal with every phase of it 
and that He is even now dealing with 
it in the wisest possible manner. 


The lesson that we are taught by the 
woman who was bent together, utterly 
unable to lift herself up, and who was 
delivered from the condition she was in 
by One who is mighty to save, is that 
when all human efforts fail, and in the 
natural there is no hope, the omnipo- 
tent One who is the living Lord, and 
whose ear is ever open unto the cry of 
those who are fully met, and will do 
for the sinful or the suffering what they 
cannot do for themselves and what 
others are not able to do for them. Our 
Lord indeed saves from the uttermost 
unto the uttermost. 


Though sinful thou hast been and art, 
Though bound by sin thy soul may be, 
He who can cleanse the human heart 
Can break the chains and set thee free. 
All power has to Him been given, 
All power on this earth below, 
This world of sin, and all in heaven, 
Above this world of sin and woe. 


No task He undertakes to do 

For Him, the living Christ, is hard; 
His promises we know are true, 

If from our hearts He is not barred; 
And only unbelief or sin 

Can keep Him out and keep us bound,—

Ninety Receive Baptism 


(Ruth Couchman writes from Lima, 
Peru.) 


While Peru went “all out” in one of 
its wildest Carnaval celebrations in 
years, February 16 and 17, some thou- 
sand Assemblies of God believers from 
the Lima area gathered each day at the 
Bible School for the annual Retiro 
Espiritual (spiritual retreat). The Word 
went forth under gracious anointing of 
the Holy Spirit, ministered by both mis- 
sionaries and nationals. One hundred 
two were baptized in water in an im- 
pressive ceremony. This is only a part 
of the number to be baptized in 1953. 
And in special services held for those 
desiring to receive the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit, ninety were granted an 
overflowing portion. How we do praise 
God for Pentecostal blessing in Peru! 

We are trying to fix up the girls’ dor- 
mitory and at the same time give these 
future workers and pastors’ wives a 

ractical lesson in how to provide nice 
urnishings for the home at minimum 
cost. In a warehouse we found some 
large packing boxes which, with a lit- 
tle carpentry, paint and cretonne, can 
be converted into attractive dressers at 
a cost of about five dollars each. We 
have also found some rustic chairs 
which, when we have them painted and 
cushioned, will come to about three 
dollars a piece- 

Thank you for your prayers in be- 
half of our securing a second gospel 
hall for Callao’s 100,000 population. 
Though we have thus far not been able 
to find a hall, Brother and Sister Riva- 
deneyra, Bible School students, have 
started a Sunday school in a courtyard 
in a densely populated area. Doin 
house to house visitation while looking 
for a hall, they testified to and prayed 
for a woman with an arm which seemed 
to be paralyzed. She was immediately 
able to move the arm freely. Gratefully 
she told them they might have the use 
of the courtyard surrounded by rented 
rooms which she has in her charge. 
Around thirty children are attending 
the new little Sunday school. 

From October through February the 
Lima Bible School students sold nearly 
18,000 pieces of literature, which _in- 
cluded Bibles, Testaments, Gospel por- 
tions, hymn_ books, and booklets and 
magazines. This bears out the fact that 
there is interest in Latin America for 
gospel literature.

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New Urge to Preach the Gospel 


(The Paul Cooners in Costa Rica see 
their first holy days in Central America) 


Our first Easter in Central America 
is history. It left us with mixed emo- 
tions, the strongest being greater deter- 
mination to learn the language well so 


that we can tell these dear people that’ 


Jesus is alive. 

Thursday about four in the afternoon 
we heard the most doleful music, and 
went to the corner to see a long, long 
procession. The girl who helps us ex- 
plained that it was supposed to be one 
of the disciples looking for his Lord and 
unable to find Him, looking for Him 
to protect Him. Friday morning we saw 
the procession of Jesus carrying His 
cross. Costa Rica is different from some 
of the other countries in that it uses 
real people for some of the characters 
instead of all images. Mary Magdalene, 
the woman of Samaria, the angels, and 
several others were real people. The 
costumes were simply gorgeous—velvet 
and jewels. The angels were little chil- 
dren, earning promesas (promises) by 
being in the procession. If later on one 
should become sick she could claim 
healing because she earned it by being 
in the procession. One was scarcely two 
years old. During the afternoon process, 
she went to sleep, her little head wob- 
bling from side to side. Earning her 
salvation! They were tied to a stick, with 
the angel costume over it so it didn’t 
show. They stand on a platform carried 
by men. 

The Mother of Jesus was an image 
with the heart on the outside and about 
six swords sticking into it, and the face 
drawn with terrible anguish. They car- 
ried the image of Jesus into one of the 
big churches and there, supposedly, 
undressed Him and hung Him on a 
cross. However, they lowered one image 
and ‘raised another. There He hung till 
three o’clock, when they took the image 
down and put it into a glass coffin, 
ready for the funeral procession. They 


took it down the street with incense 
pots swinging and with the music of 
a funeral dirge. All the people dressed 
in black, mourning, kneeling, crying, 
and moaning that Christ was dead. How 
we wanted to shout from the housetops 
that He is not dead—He is alive. 

We returned to language school that 
morning with renewed vigor and deter- 
mination. 


What Happens to a Missionary 
Dollar? 


This question has been frequently 
asked. The accompanying diagram gives 
the answer, based on the total disburse- 
ments of the Foreign Missions Depart- 
ment during 1952. Some additional com- 
ment may be helpful. 

(1) Tne 4.8 cents used for Missions 
Department overhead expense does not 
come from general missionary offerings. 
Only amounts designated for office ex- 
pense are used for this purpose. 

(2) The 14.3 cents spent for trans- 
portation includes not only fares to and 
from the field but traveling expense 
involved in carrying on the work on 
the field. 

(3) The 28.4 cents labelled “Missions 
Work” covers a wide variety of items 
such as, Literature, Equipment, Mission 
Station operating expense including rent 
of Mission Buildings where necessary 
but not rent of missionary residents, op- 
erating expense of Bible Schools, or- 
phanages, and other institutions, radio, 
etc. 

(4) The 41.3 cents described as Mis- 
sionary Allowances, is intended to cover. 
the actual living expenses of the mis- 
sionary. However, a number of our mis- 
sionaries sacrifice in their own personal 
expenses and devote a_ considerable 
amount of their personal allowances to © 
other needs of the work. 

(5) The 7.5 cents labelled, “Build- 
ings” was used for the purchase or con- 
struction of buildings on the foreign 
fields.

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Let’s Talk About Missions

At our most recent District Council 
meeting, the brethren took a remark- 
able step forward toward a new era in 
the development and expansion of our 
work here at home. This was the more 
remarkable because it was so sponta- 
neous. From every section of our fel- 
lowship there was expressed the ur- 
gency of our need to rethink our home 
missionary problem, to redefine our ob- 
jectives and purpose and to redesign 
our program to meet the challenge of 
this present moment. This was evi- 
denced by the number of similar resolu- 
tions and suggestions submitted to the 
resolutions committee and the profitable 
discussion on the floor that resulted in 
the beginning of a new policy for home 
and foreign missions in Northern Cali- 
fornia and Nevada. 

In its first meeting after the Council, 
our District presbytery felt that a new, 
vigorous program would of necessity 
demand so much time and effort that 
it would be unfair and unkind to ex- 
pect any of our busy pastors—already 
heavily burdened—to assume the added 
obligation of either phase of this work. 
So they created a new oflice—without 
creating a new officer. With a simple 
“twist of the wrist” your Assistant Su- 
_ perintendent became Secretary of Mis- 
sions as well. The magnitude of this 
new double-barreled responsibility has 
just begin to sink in. The challenge of 
these two important phases of our over- 
all expansion program—home and _for- 
eign missions—is so tremendous that it 
_has resulted in a deep sense of inade- 
quacy and an honest recognition of 
need: first, for divine enablement, and 
then for continued understanding and 
co-operation of all the brethren of our 
fellowship. 
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The weight of this new responsibility 
has made me to realize more clearly 
how deeply we are indebted to the sin- 
cere and _ self-sacrificing efforts of the 
two men who have shared this burden 
in the past: Pastor C. Ely Persing of 
Richmond and Pastor Leonard Palmer 
of Burlingame. Both are busy men who 
have willingly given of their time and 
effort, without any remuneration, to 
serve as chairman of the home missions 
committee and as District missionary 
secretary respectively. We are all sin- 
cerely appreciative of their faithful and 
good work in the interest of our fellow- 
ship, and I am personally indebted to 
them for the fine groundwork they have 
laid in their respective fields. 

It was not their responsibility to es- 
tablish policy, but rather to work in 
accordance with the principles outlined 
either by the District Council, the Dis- 
trict presbytery, or General headquar- 
ters in Springfield. If there is any yusti- 
fiable criticism of our post operation in 
these two fields, it cannot be leveled at 
these good men, but rather at ourselves 
for our own shortsightedness and our 
general apathy to a great challenge. 

In thinking about missions, I cannot 
see how we can forget, even for a mo- 
ment, that the evangelization of the 
world is the first and supreme objective 
of the chnrch. This may have two 
phases—home and foreign—but it is one 
work. We cannot forget that “The field 
is the world.” To neglect one phase of 
the work or over-emphasize the other 
will ultimately prove detrimental. To 
ignore both wider aspects of our great 
world obligation and concentrate en- 
tirely upon our own little immediate 
task is suicidal. 

If we are to increase our gospel ‘wit- 
ness continually to the still untold mil- 
lions who are lost, we must also in- 
crease our home base. That does not 
mean only to enlarge the size and 
strength of our present congregations, 
but demands that we place unrelenting 
cmphasis on a continued effort to ex- 
pand and enlarge our work at home by 
building more and more new churches 
in the ever-growing areas that need our 
Pentecostal testimony. — 

In the next few weeks a new policy 
for both home and foreign missions will 
be designed. This will be done by com- 
mittees called for that purpose, together 
with our District presbytery. It will 
then be my responsibility to augment 
and co-ordinate these policies and seek 


to make them as effective as possible. 
For this task I solicit your prayer and 
co-operation. Through this monthly 
column, I shall try to keep you in- 
formed of all developments that affect 
our missionary work. Your suggestions, 
criticism, and items of interest will be 
more than welcomed. Let us pray and 
work together toward an _ ever-increas- 
ing emphasis on our great missionary 
task—both here at home and abroad— 
that it shall not only be District-wide, 
but that it shall inspire every single lo- 
cal assembly in our District to be a true 
missionary church in deed as well as in 
word. Incidentally, let us also endeavor 
to make this fine District a real leader 
in home and foreign missionary activity 
in our great movement.

Christ's Ambassadors, we are living 
in an unsettled world looking into an 
uncertain future.

Missionaries Appreciate 
Equipment

Christian greetings from Varginha, 
Minas, Brazil, South America. 

We are writing to let you know that 
the work you are doing is not in vain. 
We believe eternity alone will reveal 
what your efforts have accomplished in 
God’s great plan of salvation. 

We wish you could have been with 
us the first time we played records over 
the loud speaker. It was a real thrill to 
us as people came to hear the gospel in 
song. Since July we have used this pub- 
lic address system throughout the large 
state of Minas. Over fifty towns have 
been evangelized in this manner. The 
people are able to hear distinctly for a 
distance of five kilometers (about three 
miles ). 

On February 22, we held a baptismal 
seryice in the country, at the foot of 
the largest mountain in Brazil. When 
we arrived at the place appointed for 
the service we could see nothing but a 
small railroad station with only two 
men working there. One of these men 
was a Pentecostal believer. He greeted 
us with “A pas do Senhor,” which means 
“The peace of God.” He assured us that 
when we would begin to play music 
that we would soon have a congrega- 
tion. The service began at one oclock. 
Within fifteen minutes over three hun- 
dred people were present. Many came 
because they were curious to know 
more about this machine that made 
sound carry so well, and they stayed for 
the baptismal service. 

All who attended were impressed. 
They had never attended such a serv- 
ice before. We explained that Jesus was 
baptized by immersion. At the close of 
the service many hands were raised, for 
salvation. Our native worker reports 
that they now have a large congrega- 
tion.

Why BGMC? 


Sunday school leaders in Italy have 
asked for 2,000 copies of Myer Pearl- 
man’s manuals for the Sunday school. 
Portuguese brethren have sent in a re- 
quest for a Sunday school workers’ 
course. If permission can be obtained 
from the British Minister of Finance, 
the Elim Fellowship of the Assemblies 
of God in Great Britain want to pur- 
chase some of our Sunday school liter- 
ature. Hundreds of requests similar to 
these flow through the office of the 
Boys and Girls Missionary Crusade 
every day. At the close of the third year 
of the Crusade, $75,250 had been given 
by Assemblies of God Sunday school 
children toward supplying the Scrip- 
ture and other gospel literature to 
needy foreign peoples. Since the first 
annual BGMC Day last year, the month- 
ly offerings for this cause have nearly 
doubled. 

For the twenty-eight month period 
from the inception of the Boys and 
Girls Missionary Crusade until the first 
- BGMC Day, Sunday school BGMC of- 
ferings averaged $1,784.15 per month. 
Now the monthly BGMC giving Is .av- 
eraging well over the $3,000 mark. At 
the present time 1,451 Sunday schools 
are participating in the Crusade. 

BGMC has been sending out back- 
dated literature, translating portions of 
Scripture and gospel tracts, shipping 
newsprint, and writing quarterlies, VBS 
materials, and other literature in Span- 
ish, Italian, and German. Up until just 
recently the greater share of BGMC aid 
has gone to South America, African, 
and Asiatic peoples. During 1953 the 
need in European countries will espe- 
cially be stressed. Funds have been al- 
located to new French, German, Eng- 
lish, Portuguese, and Italian fields in 
addition to the projects already under 
way. 

Not only do poverty-stricken, under- 
_ privileged Pentecostal Christians in 
other lends need the Boys and Girls Mis- 
sionary Crusade, but the influence of 
the Crusade plays an important part in 
the training of children to give regular- 
ly, consistently to missions. In many 
churches the children have been left 
out of the missionary program. The 
adults have supported one or more mis- 
sionaries on the field; the. young people 
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have had their C. A. “Speed the Light” 
projects. Yet the children, upon whom 
the whole future of missionary work 
depends, sometimes have had no defi- 
nite part in missionary giving. If your 
Sunday school is not already a member 
of the Boys and Girls Missionary Cru- 
sade, write to the Sunday School De- 
partment, 434 West Pacific Street, 
Springfield 1, Missouri, and ask for a 
membership application blank. You 
will be sent free of charge small wood- 
en barrel banks for all of the children 
in your school twelve years old and 
younger. Once a month on the desig- 
nated Sunday, each pupil will return 
his barrel in which he has placed his 
pennies, dimes, and quarters.

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Waiting 


Recently a church leader and a Kor- 
ean Army chaplain called at the Bible 
House in Korea. Could the Bible So- 
ciety make them a gift of Korean Scrip- 
tures right away. They were about to 
leave Pusan on special. service. 

They had come from an island held 
by Republic of Korea forces, an out- 
post on the west coast of Korea far 
above the 38th parallel. This island is 
used as a center for collecting refugees 
who have fled from the Communists. 
Every now and then a patrol is sent out 
to pick up refugeés from neighboring 
islands or from secret places along the 
coast. Naturally such activities are not 
publicized, so that we hear much of the 
activities of Red guerillas, but little of 
the work of Republic of Korea forces, 
who are just as active. 

The church leader spoke of contact 
men with whom the refugees get in 
touch and of being directed to a cer- 
tain place in the middle of the night; 
of a patrol apparently made up of Com- 
munist soldiers but actually Republic 
of Korea men in Red Army uniforms. 
He told how he fell in behind the pa- 
trol, after they had examined him, and 
of his surprise at finding that he was 
only one of fifty others: with the same 
experience he had had. 

They got to a collapsible boat which 
took them to an island where he found 
a small community of three hundred 
refugee Christians. Mostly these per- 
sons were just awaiting events—living 
from day to day. The same man who 
asked for the books, organized them 
into Bible classes and a Sunday school 
and held services; but they had no 
Scriptures or hymbooks, except one 
man; and his book was almost illegible, 
for he had tied it around his waist when 
he swam from island to island, thus 
making his way to his present place of 
waiting. 

Of course the Bible Society could 
and did supply Korean Scriptures—340 
Testaments and 600 Gospels, books that 
will feed the spirit and strengthen the 
morale ot those Christian refugees wait- 
ing off the coast of North Korea for 
something to turn up.
